Tinge Coleman Rinks In 
Cole Consolation Semi-Fin¬ 
als. Holstead Meets Carmic¬ 
hael of Blairmore; Jim Kerr 
Battles Jenkins Rink in Next 
Sunday’s Wind-up. 

Major competition in the Pon¬ 
tiac - Studebaker - Cole bonsplel 
came to an end in the Bellevue 
Arena on Sunday evening last 
as a packed gallery saw the 
Dancey rink of Blairmore re¬ 
tain possession of the Pontiac 
trophy for another year follow¬ 
ing a thrilling tussle with the 
Reuben Johnson rink of Cole¬ 
man. The Blairmore quartette 
took the lead on the first end 
and held it grimly to the seven¬ 
th where Johnson wiped it out 
with a beautifully manufactur¬ 
ed triple lay. Dancey came back 
brilliantly on the next end to 
duplicate Johnson’s feat and 
regain the lead, 9-6. A master¬ 
ly draw shot by Vangotsinoven 
on the ninth end made it 10-6 
against Johnson but the locals 
swarmed into the “house” on 
the 10th for another triple to 
cut Dancey’s margin to one rock. 

The cup-holders won the 
battle of strategy on the 11th 
to regain the three-rock margin 
for the crucial coming home 
and the excited gallery closed 
in for the climax. Dancey’s No. 
I man led off and sent down a 
perfect rock that sat right on 
the charmed inner circle. John¬ 
son’s lead man missed his take¬ 
out shot by the proverbial coat 
of paint and the Dancey rink 
followed up their advantage by 
laying guards with machine-like 
precision. The OoImbmUm 
made a last ditch stand on De- 
Luca’s sneak shot that got 
through to partner the Dancey 
rock but the Blairmore skip put 
a firm grip on the trophy’s 
handles by taking out DeLuca’s 
rock and replacing it with his 
own to all but clinch the ding- 
dong struggle. Johnson’s last 
rock came up to scatter the 
guards but when the smoke of 
battle had cleared, Dancey’s 
twin point-makers lay undis¬ 
turbed and it was all over for 
the hard fighting Coleman rink, 
14-9. 

In the All-Bellevue final for 
the Studebaker Cup, the Chick 
Dambois rink came apart at the 
seams and Bill Marcolin took an 
easy conceded triumph on the 
completion of eight ends, 15-1. 

In the meantime, at Coleman 
Curling Arena, a trio of Cole¬ 
man rinks were knocking off the 
opposition to give only one non- 
Coleman rink a berth in the 
Cole Consolation semis. Harvey 
Carmichael, of Blairmore, 
brushed aside the Lamey quart¬ 
ette to join the Holstead, Jim 
Kerr, and Jenkins’ rinks for 
next Sunday’s play-offs.

Town and School Meetings 
Involve Prolonged Session 


All Reports Accepted by 
Small but Vocal Gathering 
of Ratepayeres 

A total audience of thirteen 
persons gathered at the Town 
Hall for the Annual Meetings of 
Town of Coleman and School 
District ratepayers on Monday 
evening, February 14. Mayor 
Aboussafy was elected unani¬ 
mously to preside over the Town 
meeting and in his opening re¬ 
marks commented on the pres¬ 
ence of a group of High School 
students. He expressed the fer¬ 
vent hope their being there was 
an indication of increased in¬ 
terest in civic affairs among the 
coming generation of Coleman. 

The financial statement was 
presented by James Ramsay and 
was accepted unanimously and 
in complimentary mood by the 
assembly. Wilf Dut’il presented 
the Works and Property Report 
and in the course of his remarks 
outlined the progress made in 
spite of delaying factors caus¬ 
ed by last Spring's Nez Perce 
floods. 

Mr. Du til was the target for 
some pertinent questions con¬ 
cerning Ash collectiing but his 
able defence of the Depart¬ 
ment’s policy and clear cut ex¬ 
planation of the various prob¬ 
lems confronting them met with 
the unanimous approval of the 
meeting. The police report was 
accepted as read. 

Due to the fact that the Cal¬ 
gary auditors had not yet com¬ 


pleted the Light and Water 
statement, a rough draft of the 
Report was presented for the 
meeting pending the arrival of 
the finished audit. The Mayor 
pointed out that the auditors in 
drawing up this report had as¬ 
sured him any revisions in the 
final report would be of a min or 
nature and the statement as 
prepared would be fairly accur¬ 
ate in presenting the state of 
affairs in the Light and Water 
Company. 

On the basis of the report the 
gathering expressed their pleas¬ 
ure at the knowledge that the 
community owned utility had 
shown a substantial working 
profit for the initial year under 
Council direction and several 
speakers arose to compliment 
the directors on the able man¬ 
ner in which the new venture 
was being Handled. The report 
will be published as soon as it 
is received from the auditors. 
The report, in its present form 
shows a profit of over $22,000 
for the first year’s operations. 
It is hoped to retire $12,006 into 
a reserve fund from this' year’s 
margin on the basis of $1,000 
per month. During the discus¬ 
sion on Light and Water it was 
revealed that chlorination of 
the water supply may become 
ultimately necessary. A hearty 
vote of thanks to the Council 
was moved by Horace Allen and 
seconded by George Ford. In the

OTTAWA.—Canada came out 
of the 1948 tourist season with 
the biggest credit on record as 
United States visitors spent more 
in the Dominion than ever be¬ 
fore while austerity-restricted 
Canadian spending in the U.S. 
dropped sharply. 

Canadian Bureau of Statistics set 
American tourist expenditures at 
$270,000,000 on the basis of prelimi¬ 
nary figures, exceeding the $241,000,- 
000 of 1947, highest previous year. 

Canadian spending south q£_ the 
border on similar trips dropped to 
$112,000,000 from $130,000,000 in 
1946 and $152,000,000 in 1947. 

The result was a net credit for 
Canada of $158,000,000 described by 
the review as “an appreciable factor 
in the improvement of our dollar 
position.” 

Only in 1929 and 1930 had the 
credit reached the $100,000,000 mark 
and last year’s figure was double the 
$78,008,000 average for last 23 years. 

The credits accruing to Canada 
during 1946 and 1947 amounted to 
$86,000,000 and $90,000,000 respec¬ 
tively. 

The review noted that the chief 
reason for the drop in Canadian 
spending was the $150 limit on the 
amount available for visitors to the 
U.S. and the suspension—now remov¬ 
ed—of the customs regulation allow¬ 
ing Canadians to bring home $100 
worth of goods duty-free.

MOUNT NORQUAY CHAIRLIFT—Winter or summer, visitors to Banff 
National Park get a “new look” at the beauties of this great Rocky Moun¬ 
tain playground. The new chairlift, recently opened by the Honourable 
James A. MacKinnon, Minister of Mines and Resources, takes skiers in 
winter and visitors in summer for a distance of 3,250 feet up the slopes of 
Mount Norquay to a height of 6,850 feet. The lift, which is the first to be 
constructed in the Canadian Rockies, has 59 chairs and was built by private 
enterprise at an estimated cost of $135,000. Right now the winter traflic 
on the lift is heavy and summer use is expected to exceed it.

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Red Cross Drive 
Starts Feb. 28 

With particular emphasis on 
the health and medical services 
of the Canadian Red Cross So¬ 
ciety, Arthur L. Bishop, chair¬ 
man of the Red Cross National 
Executive committee, today an¬ 
nounced the official opening on 
February 28 of the Society’s 1949 
national appeal for funds with 
an objective of $5,000,000. 

“This sum is needed for the 
continuance of the vitally im¬ 
portant peacetime work now 
being undertaken by your Red 
Cross,” said Mr. Bishop. “The 
Society’s work in Canada is one 
of human kindness with citi¬ 
zens of every race and creed 
working together for a better 
national health and relief of 
human suffering.”

I(e stressed the difficulties exper¬ 
ienced by the Board in its efforts 
to complete this long needed and 
long waited central hospital. 

The contract was let on the un- 
dei standing that its ocmpletion 
would be accomplished inside a 
period of fifteen months but sub¬ 
contractors had fallen short in con¬ 
ceding the various jobs allotted to 
them and finally the Board had 
been forced to take drastic action 
to speed up the final stages. Mr. 
Balloch pointed out that the work 
v as seven months behind schedule 
but the opening date was now only 
a matter of a few weeks away. In 
the matter of cost the final figure 
would be roughly $20,000 over the 
estimated $202,965. 

The actual opening date had not 
yet been set but preparations were 
being made toward making it an 
appropriately memorable day in 
the history of the Crows’ Nest 
Pass.

To Be Signal Chief 

New Signals Head is Brother 

of Mrs. W. Mozell, of 

Third Street. 

Ottawa, Feb. 7—A new step 
. to strengthen Canada’s defen¬ 
sive set-up was disclosed today 
when the Air Force announced 
all its signals activities have 
been placed under one man, 
Air Commodore W A. Orr, 
C.B.E. of Wetaskiwin and Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Qualified sources said the ap¬ 
pointment, restoring a wartime 
set-up, reflected the vital im 
portance of communications in 
the defence system. As chief of 
signals, Air Commodore Orr will 
be in charge of developments 
in radar, electronics and other 
fields. 

The announcement said that 
since the war each division at 
headquarters was assigned sep¬ 
arate signals responsibilities. 
The operations and training 
division controlled the alloca¬ 
tion and use of radio and radar 
equipment while the technical 
services division developed and 
supplied the equipment. Now all 
signals functions will be in one 
department providing over-all 
co-ordination and control. 

Air Commodore W. A. Orr, a 
University of Alberta graduate, 
was commissioned in 1932 and 
has been a signals officer since 
1937. He Is a graduate of the' 
specialist signals course of the 
R.A.F. Electrical and Wiireless 
School, and the Imperial De¬ 
fence College, both in England. 
Appointed Commander of the 
Most Excellent Order of the 
British Empire in 1940, he was 
Deputy Air Member for Air 
Plans, organization, at head¬ 
quarters prior to taking up his 
new duties.

presentation of his motion, Mr. 
Allen advised the Council not to 
be too unduly disappointed at 
the meagre attendance. 

He reminded them that while 
it was a negative manner of ap¬ 
proval, had the ratepayers any 
cause to be disturbed over the. 
way the Town’s affairs were 
being handled, they would have 
been there in large and loud 
numbers. 

Mr. Dutil took the chair for 
the school meeting and called 
upon Mr. Dave Holly, the only 
trustee present, to present the 
annual School District state¬ 
ment. 

In the question period that 
followed its reading the amount 
of insurance being carried was 
described as being too low and 
a motion was carried that the 
incoming Board be instructed to 
consider a drastic upward re¬ 
vision. This was the only point 
on which the assembly chal¬ 
lenged the statement and the 
report was accepted unani¬ 
mously. 

Principal David Hoyle then 
presented his annual report and 
a lengthy discussion followed on 
various aspects of Coleman’s 
educational problems. A state¬ 
ment from the floor that sug¬ 
gested the Council was tardy 
in its approach to the School’s 
expansion program drew a 
sharp reminder from Mayor 
Aboussafy that the Council’s 
financial outlay for School pur¬ 
poses had almost doubled itself 
in the past five years, from an 
outlay of $48,000 in 1944 to over 
$70,000 during the past year. 

In the matter of statistics, 
Mr. Hoyle announced Coleman’s 
registration of pupils was now 
over the 600 mark, with an av¬ 
erage of 50 new pupils each fall, 
in the matter of scholastics, he 
was not entirely satisfied, but 
drew the assembly’s attention 
to the fact that Coleman’s pass¬ 
ing percentage was 86 for*Uni- 
versity standard as compared 
with the Alberta average of 70. 
The diploma standard was 97 
for Coleman compared with a 
provincial average that was 
drastically lower. 

He touched on the critical re¬ 
action of parents to the num¬ 
erous failure in Grade Nine ex¬ 
aminations and pointed oilt 
that this particular test was 
based on the students’ aptitude 
and general intelligence and 
not on the actual work done in 
the terms prior to the examina¬ 
tion. In this connection he urg¬ 
ed parents involved to advise 
their children to take the extra 
year necessary to completely 
master the Grade Nine stan¬ 
dards rather than the present 
trend toward taking advantage 
of the leeway allowed in pro¬ 
ceeding to Grade 10. 

He praised the teaching staff 
for their ability to stimulate the 
interests of their charges in the 
various classes, particularly 
those who were carrying out 
their duties under difficult con¬ 
ditions caused by overcrowding. 
There were now 21 teachers un¬ 
der his supervision and the High 
School staff was composed en¬ 
tirely of University graduates. 

Following Mr. Hoyle’s report, 
another lively question period 
developed in which the High 
School students present joined 
in. In conclusion, Mr. Holly, 
questioned on the School’s fi¬ 
nancial situation, made it clear 
that the greatest possible state 
of harmony existed between 
the Board and the Town Coun¬ 
cil.

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Progress In Research 

BEHIND MUCH OF THE PROGRESS which is being made today in 
industry, agriculture and medicine lies the work ot the research scientist. 
Most great industrial organizations now rely upon research for the con¬ 
tinuous improvement of their products necessary to meet the demands of 
the present-day market. Farmers are familiar with the benefits which 
agricultural research has given to them in regard to grain crops, livestock, 
soil and moisture conservation, and many other matters important to their 
work. Research is likewise essential to progress in medicine, which is, in 
turn, so important to the welfare of the entire nation. The work of Cana¬ 
dian scientists has contributed a great deal to the development which has 
taken place here since 1939, and during that time the aifiount of money 
spent for research and the number of scientists engaged in it, have in¬ 
creased greatly. 

Canada’s National Research Council, with head- 
Corry On Wide quarters in Ottawa, and regional laboratories in 
Ranae Of Work 0ther P arts 0f the Dominion ' carries on research 
■* work on many problems of importance to this 

country. A report, issued at the end of the past year, gave some interest¬ 
ing facts concerning the activities of this organization. It showed that 
there are now 2,600 workers engaged in research on a wide range of sub¬ 
jects, extending from atomic energy to radar. One interesting project 
mentioned in the report tells of the development of a new method to recov¬ 
er oil from the Athabaska tar sand deposits "in Alberta. It is also reported 
that recently special equipment has been designed for the detection of 
radioactive materials, which will be of use to prospectors. Mention is also 
made of the success of work being carried on at the Atomic Energy plant . 
at Chalk River, Ontario.

A swarm of nymphs can eat 
through a fresh stand of wheat with 
amazing speed, leaving behind a 
blackened ruin with only the odd 
stem drooping here and there in its 
final death throes. Adults are no 
less hungry, finding ripening grain 
heads luscious fare. 

Just how numerous hoppers can be 
may be gleaned ffom tests made in 
the prairies last year. Using a spe¬ 
cial catcher, field men "harvested” 
eight bushels of grasshoppers per 
acre in a normally infested field. 
Each bushel contained 200,000 in¬ 
sects. So great is their destructive 
power that an infestation of 20 
grasshoppers per square yard on a 
40-acre field can chew up one ton of 
alfalfa in one day.
